GERMAN SALES OF AIR 


MATERIAL. 


The Supreme Council, says a Press Assodia- 
tion -ielegram, dated Paris, Monday, has in- 
structed the Committee on Polish Affairs to 
study the measures that are to be taken to 
ensure the execution of the articles of the 
Peace Treaty relative to the evacuation of the 
districts assigned to Poland; the demar“ation 
of the Polish-German frontier, the constitution 
of the free town of Danzig, and the special 
régime to be established, in order ta ensure to 
Poland the control and administration of the 
port of Danzig and the River Vistula. 

The- Supreme Connci! also directed Marshal 
Foch to warn Germany that sales of aeronauti- 
cal material in Sweden are considered null and 
void by the Allies, because they are contrary to 
the stipulations of the Treaty of Peaer. 

The Supreme Conncil, furthermore; decided 
to grant facilities to the Luxembourg delegates 
to enable them to take part in She Labour 
Conference at Washington. 

Jt was decided that the Note which is to be 
despatched to M. Friedrich, Hungarian Pre- 
mor, should be sent by Sir George Clerk, who 
ig expected to return to Paris on Wednesday. 

A proposal by the British Delegation that tho 
German Government should be required to fur- 
nish particualrs of all aircraft and air material 
sold or exported since the armistice, and should 
pay it¢ value by January 31 next, was accepted.

In order to understand the position, it fs 
necessery briefly to refer to the Increase of Renb 
and Mortgage Interest (War Restrietion) Act, 
1915, which was pasted in order to protect 
tenanis aghins erbitrary increase of rent by 
landlords. So far as Ireland is concerned, this 
Act affected dwelling-houses where either the 
annual amount of She standard rent or the 
rateable value of the house did not exceed £26 
on the 3rd August, 1914, and the Act rendered 
any increese of rent illegal, except that, utider 
Section 1 (4), if the landord personally paid 
the rates, he was allowed to increase the rent 
by the difference between the taxes in 1014 and 
the taxes paid at the time w! demand of 
inercase was made. lt should, hoWtver, he noted 
thet a iandlord can only reeover this. increase 
if he is in a position to dctermifie the: tenanc 
and cannot do so if he has let the house for 
term, but must pay the increase out of his own 
pocket. 

By the amending Aci of 1919 the scope of the 
1915 Act was extended to include houses where 
neither the standard rent nor the rateable value 
in 1914 exceeded £52. In order to see what 
houses are affected by this latter Act, it is 
necessary to consider the meaning of “ standard 
rent.” The only definition given is that in the 
Act of 1915, which states that the expression 
“standard rent " means-the reot at which the 
dwelling-house was let on the Srd of August, 
1914. This brings a curious anomaly into exist- 
ence—namely, that « tenant paying his landlord 
a rent of £65 free (landlord paying taxes) has 
no protection, but a tenant paving his landlord 
a rent of £50, and in addition paying taxes 
on a valuation of, say, £40, has the protection of 
the Act. So long as a tenant coming within. 
the scope of the Act pays his rent, including in-” 
crease by reason of additional taxes (if demanded), 
and observes the conditions of his tenancy, he 
cannot be disturbed during the continuance of 
the Act. Agreat number of tenants, however, 
consider that a landlord is of a grasping dis- 
position if he asks. for the imoreased taxes, 
totally forgetting that this is not a profit to the 
landlord, and goes to meet a liability for which 
the tenant ig legally liable. The position of a 
landlord receiving increased rent is financially 
weaker than before the war by reason of In- 
creased burdens thrown on him. 

I am the owner of a large number of houses 
in the City and Gounty of Dublin, the majority 
of which come within the scope of the Act. As 
some of the houses were outside the Act, Í was 
at the merey of my mortgagres, and one of 
them called in his mortgage, and I was at heavy 
expenée in effecting a new morgage at a much 
higher rate of interest, 1 had also to pay in- 
creased intcrest on other mortgages to prevent 
them from being called in [ have togpay for 
certain necessary repairs to the mterior of the 
premises, and must also, for my own protec- 
tion, have the exterior of the premises re- 
painted from time to time. The cost of doing 
go has gone up threefold. Moreover, I have 
also been cornpelled to increase my insurance 
policies, and thus my nett imeome is much 
lese than in 1914. But, even if there were no 
incumbrances on the property, I should still’ be 
in a bad way, as 1 make nothing out of the 
increased amount paid in reepect of taxes, and 
have to meet the extra Twet of repairs and in- 
surance out of my pre-war rent. When one of 
my houses becomes vacant, by reason of the 
tenant having voluntarily surrendered same or 
being ejected for non-payment of rent, | there- 
fore naturally offer same for sale and look for 
the best price obtainable, It has, I believe, 
heen ascertained by the Dublin Corporation 
that a house for which the working man will 
be charged a rent of Zs. a week cannot be built 
under £570. If I Gin get £500 for a. house 
which would only heave realised £300 before the 
war, I see no reason why |] should not be 
allowed to receive that price, It must be borne 
in mind that £500 is not equa! in value to half 
that amount some years ago, and that, if I had 
invested my meney in a sound industrial con- 
cern, I would tow be reaping the benefit, as 
practically all shares have gone up in value. I 
wonder. whether, if Mr... Brisede had, say, « 
motor car or rolktop desk to dispose of, he 
would be prepared to sell it at a pre-war figure. 
I have no doubt but that he would see that he 
got the top price. Bearing in mind the de- 
crcased value of moncy, it would, I consider, 
be a great hardship on a landlord if he were 
compelled to acchpt a lower price for his pro- 
perty than the market price. Hf he does not 
sell a vacant house, he can only re-let it at the 
rent allowed by the Increase of Rents Act: and 
this, I have shown, gives him considerably less 
profit, than he reecived in 1914.—Yours, ete.,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 

Sin,—I have been interested in the letters in 
the né Times on the gadfly. | have from 
time io time killed numbers of what I have 
always presumed were the gadfiy—a large is- 
sect, ringed like a wasp, bet duller in colour 
and larger than a big bumble bee. Tf you are 
working with a horee in the fields during the 
summer months, you will euddenly notice the 
animal getting nervous and agitated. Watch 
carefully and you will aoon see this large insect 
either hovering over the horse or crawlmg on 
his body. A amart blow with cap or hat will, 
if your aim is bring the insect to the 
ground 

I believe that the greaiest; injury to cattle 
occurs in the late winter and early spring, when 
th grubs are uptder the ekin and 
feeding on the cattle. Lest winter I had a tow 
being fattened, but for several weeks no im. 
provement took place in her condition, I. then 
found that her back was covwnred with warbles, 
By squeezing I extracted the grubs, and must 
have taken from the animal's back several 
dozen. Bhe then began & thrive and pat on 
flesh quickly. 

The controversy whether the warble is prea. 
duced from the gadfly or another ineeot, and 
whether the egg is imeerted by meats of a 
sting or bite, or is licked into. the animel’s 
mouth and travels via the iatestinea to the 
animal's back, is one for scientists, . Though 
evidently fearful of the gadfly, bortes do not 
have warbies—at least, I have never come across 
a case, Several preparations will prevent the 
animals from “ gadding,’’ or showing fear of 
the gadfly, but apparently will not prevent 
warbies. The cow that Í write 6f Wad ona 
which I purchased in the late summer. The 
person who can find a means of eradicating this 
pest will confer a boon not only on farmers, but 
upon the nation, because ao warbles would 
mean more milk. No cow afflicted as T have de. 
scribéd could possibly milk well.—Yours, éte.,
